Michigan Rehabilitation 
Code Rules Examined 


The Bureau of Construction Codes is 
in the process of developing a referenced 
standard for the rehabilitation of existing 
buildings. This proposed standard will be 
referenced within the Michigan Building 
Code for use as an alternative to the 
current code provisions for the repair of, 
alteration of, addition to, or change of 
occupancy to existing buildings. 

A public hearing will be scheduled for 
later this year. However, the Bureau has 
developed a matrix detailing all informa- 
tion relative to the proposed code 
changes. AIA members are invited to 
review the matrix and submit written 
comments. 

The matrix may be accessed on the 
Bureau's Web site at www.cis.state.mi.us/ 
bee/rules.htm. Or request a copy by mail
